MUNISING — Congress has 
given Michigan’s only national 
lakeshore area a boost and a 
boot. 
Separate actions by Congress 
last year resulted in both a 
windfall for the Pictured Rocks 
National Lakeshore and a set­ 
back. 
On one hand, an amendment 
to the Land and Water Conser­ 
vation Fund Act 
brought an 
unexpected $1,957,000 for pur­ 
chasing private land within the 
6ft,568-acre area stretching for 
3ft miles along the Lake Su­ 
perior shore from Munising to 
Grand Marais. This 
will ad­ 
vance the park land acquisition 
program by a full year and a 
half. 
But another action by Con­ 
gress led to a delay of at least 
two years in the lakeshore de­ 
velopment program. 
This was 
the enactment of 
the IO per 
cent income tax surcnarge. In 
exchange for passage of the tax 
bill, the 
executive 
branch of 
government absorbed a $6 bil­ 
lion cut in 
governmental ex­ 
penditures. 
And 
one 
of the 
agencies 
hardest hit 
by the 
slash in budget 
was the Na­ 
tional Park Service, which ad­ 
ministers the Pictured 
Rocks 
Lakeshore area. 
Holding The Line 
Hugh P. Beattie, superinten­ 
dent of the 
Pictured 
Roriis 
Lakeshore. said it was antici­ 
pated 
over a year ago 
that 
moderate 
construction 
pro­ 
grams would be undertaken in 
1969. But, because of the econ­ 
omy measure, 
no construction 
funds were made available for 
1969 and only limited funds for

Private School Aid 


State Aid to private elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools in Michigan has been shaping as 
one of the biggest, most controversial problems 
of the Mich’"rn Legislature this year. 
An effort to enact state aid to private 
schools failed in the Legislature last year. It 
was proposed ti1 en that the st a ’s give aid to the 
child, rat’ cr than tho school. The reasoning was 
that there is a state obligation to educate all its 
children and that if parents choose to send their 
children to a private church school which is ap­ 
proved by the state that til is should not cut them 
off from state aid lo education. 
This reasoning prevails in federal aid to 
schools in the hot hindi program, in health pro­ 
grams and some other matters, like the busing 
of students to school. These are regarded as e s­ 
sentially health aids and not school aids to the 
children and not in conflict with the require­ 
ment for the separation of church and state. 
*

The private schools in Michigan are chiefly 
Roman Catholic, although there are other faiths 
which operate private schools, like tile Dutch Re­ 
form Clunch, the Lutherans, and the Seventh 
Day Adventist Church, which last, at least, has 
not asked state aid and is caring for its own 
by church income based on tithing. 
The proposal for .-tate aid to be presented 
to the Legislature in February is expected to em­ 
body the principle of purchase of educational 
services in the private schools by the state. It 
could satisfy constitutional requirements not 
covered by the earlier proposal. 
But the problem cannot be resolved by legal­ 
isms. It poses essentially a historic trial of good 
will.

The health and even survival of private 
schooling in Michigan (mostly Catholic) is at 
issue, but of probably deeper significance to the 
future of education in the state is dualism in 
schooling, which this crisis exemplifies. 
We believe it is the consensus of our edu­ 
cational leaders that Michigan’s total educa­ 
tional establishment takes strength f r o m its 
variety; that it is better because it is not all of 
one kind of cloth, not all public elementary and 
secondary schools and state institutions of high­ 
er education. This view is not, of course, unan­ 
imous: there are many educators who enter a 
strong dissent which must be accepted as sincere. 
*

* 
Catholic private schooling, which has paid 
its own way for most of a century, while also 
bearing a full good citizen share of support of 
the public school system , is in trouble. The de­ 
clining numljer of teaching nuns and the in­ 
creased costs of schooling, public and private, 
have brought Hie Catholic schools severe and 
probably insuperable money problems. 
I hey are asking the state to help them con­ 
tinue as private schools conforming to state 
standards in secular (non-religious) education, 
while they continue their teaching of faith and 
morals on their own with their parish income. 
★

Gov. George Romney may have spoken Hie 
thinking of many persons when he suggested 
that tile church schools devote their afternoons 
to religious instruction and send their students 
to the public schools in the morning. Rut it is 
too simple a suggestion to solve a complex prob­ 
lem. 
Catholic religious leaders have a responsi­ 
bility which they cannot delegate. The public 
has a big stake in the strength of all its great 
religions. To encourage an injury to any of them 
is to invite a deterioration of the national moral 
influence which is a chief hope of our ability 
to cope with tile materialism and dehumanizing 
influences in modern society. 
Full debate of the private school aid issue 
in the legislature iii an atmosphere of friendly 
inquiry and discovery is need ch! in Michigan.

Religious Liberty' 
Has Friend In Court 


To m any A m ericans, the W ar­ 
ren court may be the tribunal 
that stopped prayer and Bible- 
reading in the public schools, 
but it should not be criticized 
for 
being 
anti-regligion, ac­ 
cording 
to 
a 
U niversity of 
M ichigan law professor. 
The W arren C ourt “ ha* been 
sensitive 
and 
hospitable 
to 
claim s made in the nam e of 
religious liberty,” says Prof. G. 
K auper, and “a fair reading” 
of the Suprem e C ourt’s opin­ 
ions “should dispel the notion 
that it has been hostile to re­ 
ligion.” 
Prof. 
K auper* 
views 
are 
contained in the current issue 
of th M ichigan Law Review, 
published 
by 
the 
U-M 
Law 
School. The issue, carrying IO 
articles 
by 
prom inent 
legal 
scholars and other experts, is 
devoted to a review of the work 
of the W arren Court. 
Prof. K auper explains that 
the prayer and B ible-reading 
cases “stood out am ong a rela­ 
tively 
small 
but 
significant 
body of decisions in which the 


W arren Court was called upon 
to interpret the twin clauses in 
the opening 
language of the 
First 
A m endm ent: 
'Congress 
>hall m ake no law respecting 
an establishm ent of religion, or 
prohibiting

thereof.’ ” 
One of the clauses, the so­

“ free exercise chinse.” 
has been well explored by the

of case* “ had opened up 
a wide area for the expression

P u t (he other clause, the “es- 
tablishm ent clause.” had given 
li e to “a lim ited am ount of 
litigation before the court prior 
to the W arren era.” 
T hree im portant cases based 
on 
the 
establishm ent

w ere decided by the W arren 
C ourt. In two of them (Engel 
v. Vitale and Schem pp v. School 
D istrict of Abington Tow nship), 
prayer and B ible-reading in the 
public schools were condem ned 


as a form of establishm ent. In 
the third case (B oard of Edu­ 
cation 
v. 
A llen), 
supplying 
textbooks free of charge to a 
parochial school was upheld. 
“These cases.” Prof. K auper 
points out. “definitely estabd- 
lished the secular character of 
the public schools as a con­ 
stitutional 
requirem ent;

tho validity of all religious ob­ 
servances in public life. 
Equally im portant, however, 
was that the court m ade clear

Venezuela has taken another heartening 
step forward in the art and science of democra­ 
tic jrovernment. For the first time in the coun­ 
try’s history, the party in power is peacefully 
surrendering: the reins of government to a po­ 
litical rival.

of an election 
which l>ore certain resemblances to our own re­ 
cent presidential race, 
Rafael Calera 
of the 
Christian Democratic path takes over from re­ 
tiring President Rani I/coni of the Democratic 
Action party. I .coni himself I ^conies onlv the 
second freely elected ruler in Venezuela's history 
to complete his constitutional term. 
Like our own election this year, the one in 
Venezuela also featured a third candidate and 
potential spoiler in the shape of tonner dictator 
Perez Jiminez. The once-imprisoned and one-ex- 
iled Jimenez registered a landslide in Caracas 
and scored strongly elsewhere. 
The important thing is that tile majority 
of Venezuelans rejected him and all Venezuelans 
kept their cool a s, amid conflicting election re­ 
turn claims and rumors of ail impending military 
coup, they waited more than a week for the offi­ 
cial vote to be tallied. 
Meanwhile, south of Venezuela iii Brazil, 
the old pattern so familiar iii Latin America has 
again l>een repeated. There, President Costa e Sil­ 
va has manufactured a crisis to justify his sus­ 
pension of the constitution* dismissal of the Con­ 
gress, arrest of opponents and press censorship. 
The two events in the two countries do not 
cancel each other out, however. 
W hat happened in Venezuela is a positive 
gain for the cause of democracy for all of la tin 
America, despite the temporary retrogression in­ 
to political barbarism now taking place in Brazil.
